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HINES NAMED AS 
SUCCESSOR TO 
DIRECTOR M’ADOO 


Advocates Five Year 
Continuation of R. R. 
By Government 


WASHINGTON, Jan. l l . — The 
policies of Walker D. H ines, new­ 
ly Cppclnted director-general of 
railroads to succeed W illiam C. 
McAdoo will be advocation of a 
fire year continuation of govern­ 
ment control or early relinquish­ 
ment of the roads to private con­ 
trol unless congress promptly en­ 
acts remedial legislation. 
•'Mr. McAdoo’s policies are my 
policies and I intend to carry them 
out thru the existing railroad or­ 
ganisations,” he telegraphed today 
to regional directors, immediate­ 
ly announcement of his appoint­ 
ment which was made by Presi­ 
dent W ilson by cable and on rec­ 
ommendation of 
Mr. 
McAdoo. 
The new director-general also de­ 
clared for a “square deal for la­ 
bor,” 
“ fair treatment of railway 
owners and patrons and closer un­ 
derstanding between the 
public 
and the government on railroad 
questions.” 
As 
assistant 
director-general 
Mr. H ines advised 
Mr. 
McAdoo 
during the formulation o f the rec­ 
ommendation for five year exten­ 
sion of federal management and 
many other policies of the rail­ 
road administration have been de­ 
veloped on his recommendation. 
He was called in *■ Mr. McAdoo’* 
principal 
assistant 
immediately 
after the government took charge 
of the railways in the final days of 
1917. 
First Official Act. 
Hr. Hines’ first official act to­ 
day was to delegate tile railroad 
administration’s case in the New 
York Marine Workers' strike to 
the w ar labor board 
for 
settle­ 
ment. 
The idea of combining the sev­ 
eral hundred private lines into a 
few federal concerns has been con­ 
sidered by Mr. Hines bat he said 
the questions relating to that sub­ 
ject were so nulcerous and per­ 
plexing It was confusing to try 
even to list them. 
He believes 
however, thst it will be an ad­ 
vantage to have the railroad prob­ 
lem 
discussed 
during the next 
presidential campaign basing 
Is 
feeling th tf sentiment o r the na­ 
tion Is not suiioieattir crystalised 
to perm it congress to enact legis­ 
lation that would be satisfactory. 
The director 
general 
said 
he 
favored discussing 
and 
testing 
federal control over a period that 
would give needed information to 
the country after which congress 
would be able to act with greater 
safety. 
While be advocated im­ 
m ediate return of the railroads to 
their owners if the extension is 
not granted, he pointed to the 
possible labor difficulties and fin­ 
ancial problems of the roads as 
arguments against this plan.

First Meeting of Su­

I was in Paris once and it is 
certainly a grand place but I did 
not get to see much of it. When 
we arrived here in September we 
were to get five days a t 
a rest 
camp but I did not see any of the 
rest. 
W e slept in pup tents for 
the first month and it rained nil 
the time. 
We were in the Metz 
front all 
the time. 
I saw a few 
air battles and they are sure ex­ 
citing. 
One day I saw a German 
plane come down in 
flames. We 
flnaly got so we would 
pay no 
attention 
to 
airplanes.

they would be as thick as 
files.

for instance, I went 
six weeks without taking a bath 
and kept my clothes all

have no idea what the boys went 
thru over here. 
If any one had 
told me I would not have believed

He 
is in tho receiving office here an 
I see him every day.

He is now 
up in Belgium. John was put in 
the infantry, and he is now in the 
best of health.

to live In and wooden bunks and

I suppose you would 
like an 
outline of my trip, so

deavor to give It to you. 
We left 
New York City Sept. 9, and 
ar­ 
rived In Liverpool, Eng., Sept. 21 
after a good trip across

ocean. There we hiked with packs 
from the landing to 
the depot 
and went onto a passenger train 
and traveled across

Rumsey. 
There we stopped In a 
rest camp till 
the 
morning 
of 
Sept. 23. We hiked 
nine miles 
with packs, to Southampton and 
th at night went on board a cattle 
boat and 
crossed

channel and landed in Le Havre, 
France, Sept. 24. There we hiked 
up a hill and about three miles to 
a rest camp and rested until the 
night of Sept. 
25th. 
We hiked 
back down to Le Havre and land­ 
ed Into box cars, about 25 or SO 
men to the car and 
traveled up

Dear Folks: 
The S tars and Stripes said ev­ 
ery soldier should w rite his fath­ 
er a Xmas le tte r Sunday, th e 24th. 
b u t our com pany h a d n ’t received 
the orders of the lifting of the 
censorship so I waited a few days. 
Y esterday w as just such a day 
as T hanksgiving was la st year if 
you rem em ber it was rain in g n ear­ 
ly all day, b u t I didn’t go hunting 
yesterday, ha, ha. 
W e h ad a big 
dinner. 
R oast pig took th e place 
of turkey. 
W e had p u m p k in pie 
and apple pudding and 
we are 
feeding good now. 
I w eaghed last 
night down a t the station. 
I 
weighed 88 kilos, 
which 
is 
193 
pounds. 
T h a t looks like I am get­ 
ting fat. 
W e had the day off yes­ 
terday. 
W e ahe having things 
pretty nice since the w ar is over. 
I think we drill about th e same 
as they do in the States. 
The carp en ters in th e com pany 
are building barns for th e horses 
and w orking 
on 
barracks. 
Of 
course I ’m no carpenter so I get 
my five h o u rs drill a day when it 
isn’t to rainy. 
We have regular 
inspection every S aturday m o rn ­ 
ing and S atu rd ay 
afte rn o o n 
off. 
Even at this we are very anxious 
to get home. 
I think if we were 
kept busier we wouldn’t h av e time 
to think of home.

of S eptem ber I couldn’t w rite very 
regularly, 
for

mail 
d id n ’t go o u t for a w eek at a 
time. 
And 
tim es 
the 
officers 
couln’t have lights to censor the 
mail and som etim es I was pretty 
busy from daylight u n til dark. 
We w eren’t able to get base cen­ 
sor envelopes and cards so could 
not send the cards either. 
Com­ 
ing over we landed in Liverpool 
at IO a. rn. and got on th e train 
a t one p. rn. 
W e stopped a t R ug­ 
by, about 30 m inutes. 
T h e com­ 
pany took a w alk; also g o t cof­ 
fee here. 
W e came th ro u g h the 
outsk irts of London and landed at 
Dover at IO p. rn. 
T here w asn’t 
a light to be seen nor scarcely 
anyone on th e streets. 
W e took 
the boat for Calais next day about 
a two hours ride. 
W e w en t to 
w hat was called a rest cam p about 
two miles from the pier w h ere we 
landed. E verything was sa n d here. 
We stayed ab o u t three days and 
then took a train to Lum bres. We 
hiked from Lum bres to Colem bert 
about eight miles from Bologne. 
W e th ought we were doing som e­ 
thing if we hiked from 15 to 22 
m iles with a belt and rifle but 
w hen we got nearer the fro n t we 
hiked th a t fa r with o u r packs.
